An  inquisitive  employee 
had  been  nosing  around  a  patron's 
wagon  as  it  stood  in  the  street,  and  had 
discovered  some  corn,  a  half  bushel  or 
so,  fantastically  done  np,  each  ear  in  a 
roll  of  paper.  He  examined  one  of  these 
ears  carefully,  but  saw  no  reason  why 
they  had  been  so  tendarl}  preserved.  He 
was  on  the  point  of  abandoning  the  ex¬ 
amination,  when  he  accidentally  broke 
one  of  the  ears.  Tha  oob  was  hollow, 
and  in  the  end  was  a  neatly-fitting  plug. 
As  the  ear  or  oob  had  broken,  a  fine,  sus¬ 
picious-looking  powder  fell  to  the 
ground.

At  the  trial  Mr.  Frank  Griffith,  of 
Lawrenoeburg,  had  offended  Eblermann 
by  appearing  against  him,  and  bitter 
revenge  was  breathed  out  by  the  culprit. 
Very  soon  after  Ehlermanu’s  time  had 
expired  Mr.  Griffith**  valuable  horse 
took  suddenly  sick 'and  in  terrible  con¬ 
vulsions  died.  Au  examination  of  the 
m auger  afterward  developed  enough 
poison  to  kill  a  hundred  horses.  Not 
long  afterward  some  (tittle  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  went  the  wax  of  all  earth,  and 
their  carcasses  found  a  ready  market  in 
Ehlermann’s  factory.  I 
One  day  Ehlermann  was  known  to  go 
hunting  across  the  river  in  Kentucky 
and  to  pass  the  hog  pens  of  a  well 
known  farmer.  The  next  day  ten  fat 

girkers  lay  dead  in  those  pens,  and 
hlermann  that  samo  day  chanced  to  be 
again  over  there,  and  offered  to  buy  the 
caroasses  at  a  dollar  $  "t^ad.  All  aiouaJ 
Lawrenoeburg  the  hogs  and  cattle  werri 
again  dying  in  large  numbers.  It  was 
as  if  a  simoon  was  daily  sweeping  across 
the  MiAmd  bottoms.  The  dead  bodies 
came  in  to  Ehlermann  in  satisfactory 
abundance.  It  is  said  that  Ehlermann 
turned  the  fattest  of  tho  hogs  he  thus 
received  into  lard,  aud  introduced  the 
poisonous  stuff  iuto  the  Oiuoinjifrfi  mar¬ 
ket. 

Of  late  Mr.  George^Hoys,  living  near 
lawrenoeburg,  has  been  missing  hogs, 
and  a  strong  suspicion  has  been  forcing 
itself  upon  him  that  perhaps  Ehlermann 
knew  more  of  the  disappearance  than  he 
^would  tell.  One  day  he  heard  the  re¬ 
port  of  a  guu  near  his  house,  and  on  a 
prompt  examination  he  fouud  Ehler- 
mnuu  rapidly  maxing  off  in  a  wagon 
loaded  with  the  yet  warm  and  bleeding 
carcass  of  a  hog,  which  ho  identified  as 
his  own.  He  straightway  Pad  Ehlermann 
arrested,  and  alter  a  preliminary  exami¬ 
nation  he  was  bound  over  to  the  circuit 
court  in  the  sum  of  $.800,  iu  default  of 
which  he  was  heavily  ironed  and  con¬ 
fined  ill  the  Lawrenceborg  court  house, 
a  case  of  smallpox  in  the  jail  preventing 
his  confinement  there. 

The  feeling  against  him  runs  high, 
and  if  speedily  brought  to  trial  there  is

one-story  forehead,  and  a  wandering  eye 
that  betrays  the  low  cunning  of  a  oow- 
ard. 


The  Germination  of  Seeds. 

Some  interesting  experiments  on  the 
growth  of  seeds  have  been  conducted  by 
M.  Uloth.  These  were  undertaken  with 
a  view  to  determine  whether  seeds  oould 
be  made  to  germinate  in  ice,  and  the 
process  may  be  described  as  follows: 
Seeds  of  various  species  were  placed  iu 
grooves  made  in  ice  cakes,  and  over  the 
grooved  surface  other  plates  of  ioe  were 
laid,  and  the  whole  removed  to  a  cool 
cellar  in  January,  and  there  they  re¬ 
mained  till  the  following  May.  An 
examination  then  made  disclosed  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  seeds  had  actually 
germinated,  the  roots  penetrating  into 
Uie  ioe.  It  is  but  natural,  says  Apple- 
ton's  Journal,  that  facts  of  this  startling 
character  should  give  rise  to  contro¬ 
versy,  and  so  we  are  not  surprised  to 
learn  that  opposite  views  are  entertained 
i  to  whence  the  heat  needed  for  the 
process  of  growth  wits  obtained.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  experimentor,  it  was  ob¬ 
tained,  or  rather  liberated,  in  the 
growth  of  the  roots  while  forcing  them¬ 
selves  into  the  ioe. 


Tweed’s  Liliertj  in  Prison. 

Wm.  M.  Tweed  only  paid  his  board 
bills  at  the  prison  ^nd  lawyers’  fees. 
At  the  time  when  he  was  removed  from 
Blackwell’s  island  to  Ludlow  street  jail 
last  summer,  one  or  two  deputies  from 
the  order  of  arrest  department,  having 
him  in  charge,  permitted  him  to  remain 
at  his  residence  on  Fifth  avenue  the 
greater  part  of  one  night  and  a  portion 
of  the  following  forenoon  before  he  was 
taken  to  the  district  attorney’s  office. 
The  deputies  who  extended  this  favor 
for  Tweed  were  paid  for  it.  When 
Tweed  took  up  his  quarters  at  Ludlow 
street  jail  he  was  notified  immediately 
that  one  of  the  advantages  of  his  ch&uge 
of  prison  was  unlimited  freedom,  if  he 
chose  to  pay  for  it.  For  some  time 
Tweed  kept  close  in  his  room,  bnt  after 
the  newspaper  talk  about  him  oeased  he 
began  to  drive  about  New  York  consid¬ 
erably.  The  exact  amount  paid  for  the 
privilege  of  each  visit  made  to  his  family 
or  some  of  his  boon  companions  is  not 
known.  The  price  originally  intended 
to  charge  him  was  $100,  bat  it  is  said 
that  the  terms  were  st  last  reduced  to 
$25  uer  visit.  One  of  the  deputies  as¬ 
sured  a  reporter  that  this  seemingly  high 
price  was  charged  because  the  jailer  or 
warden  of  Ludlow  street  jail  took 
the  risks  of  the  prisoner’s  escape. 
Lately,  Tweed’s  tripe  around  the  city 
have  been  very  frequent.  He  has  dined 
twice  at  the  Cl&irmont  Hotel  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  city  lately.  His  calls 
at  his  home  were  made  very  frequently, 
and  it  was  from  his  own  house  that  he 
made  his  escape,  almost  identically  the 
same  way  that  Genet,  another  of  the 
same  clam  of  pxjsoners,  did.

Where  Tweed  Can  Go. 

8aya  the  New  York  Herald :  It  is 
very  certain  that  William  M.  Tweed,  if 
not  captured  before  effecting  his  escape 
from  the  United  States,  in  seeking  a 
fresh  resting  place,  will  avoid  oonntries 
with  which  we  have  extradition  treaties. 
The  orimes  of  forgery  and  of  embezzle¬ 
ment  by  public  officers  are  inolnded  in 
most  of  such  treaties  now  in  force,  and 
as  a  demand  for  him  the  reuditiou  of 
the  fugitive  can  be  mads  on  either  of 
the  grounds  named,  he  would,  if  fouud, 
only  enjoy  a  short  term  of  liberty.  The 
United  States  has,  altogether,  extradi¬ 
tion  treaties  with  fifteen  governments — 
eight  Europoan,  two  West  Indian,  end 
one  each  with  a  Central  American, 
Southern  American  aud  Booth  African. 
We  have  also  similar  international  en¬ 
gagements  with  Mexico  and  the  Band- 
wjcb  islands.  The  Europoan  govern¬ 
ments  are  Great  Britain  (including  its 
colonies  aud  dependencies),  Fran*. 
Germany,  Austria,  Italy,  Norway  and 
Sweden,  the  Swiss  Confederation  and 
Belgium.  Of  oourse,  all  these  countries 
are  closed  against  Tweed,  uni  tins  he  is 
willing  to  assume  great  risk,  but  Portu¬ 
gal,  Holland,  Denmark,  Russia,  Spain, 
(ireeoeand  Turkey  are  open,  besides  the 
West  Indian  islands  of  Cube,  Porto 
Rico,  St.  John  and  St.  Croix,  the  two 
latter  belonging  to  Denmark.  We  have 
no  extradition  treaty  with  the  powers 
just  enumerated,  nor  with  Brazil,  Chili, 
Honduras,  Pern,  Ecuador,  Guatemala, 
Argentine  Confederation,  Costa  Rica, 
the  United  States  of  Columbia  (Isthmus 
of  Panama),  China,  or  Japan.  There¬ 
fore,  there  is  a  very  wide  field,  to  select 
from,  if  Tweed  onoe  gets  beyond  the 
clutches  of  the  law. 


The  Use  and  Follr  of  Advertising. 

While  it  is  an  accepted  business  ax¬ 
iom,  says  the  New  York  Post,  that 
money  can  in  no  other  way  be  employed 
so  efficiently  as  to  seenre  an  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  trade  and  a  consequent  increase 
of  profit  as  iu  judicious  advertising,  it  is 
just  as  true  that  money  cannot  be 
squandered  more  oertainly  than  in  ad¬ 
vertising  injudiciously.  The  sole  pur¬ 
pose  of  an  advertisement  is  to  give  in¬ 
formation  to  persons  who  are  in  need  of 
the  things  advertised.  To  be  of  value 
it  must,  therefore,  be  printed  in  a  publi¬ 
cation  whioh  not  only  has  m$ny  readers, 
but  leaders  of  the  class  which  buys 
what  is  described. 

Probably  the  most  wasteful  of  all 
kinds  of  advertising  is  a  large  part  of 
that  which  is  done  through  periodicals 
which  are  devoted  to  special  trade  and 
business  interests.  These  periodicals 
as  e  not  seen  by  the  public,  and  all  ad¬ 
vertisements  in  them  which  do  not 
specially  interest  the  persons  directly 
connected  with  the  branch  of  business 
whioh  they  represent  are  as  effectually 
oonoealed  as  if  they  were  looked  up  in 
the  desks  of  the  writers. 


Commencing  in  Earnest. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the 
work  of  the  session  in  the  United  States 
House,  up  to  the  time  of  the  holiday  ad¬ 
journment  :  Referred  to  committees 
since  the  last  session  began,  nineteen 
House  and  fourteen  joint  resolutions; 
281  bills;  33  miscellaneous,  and  twenty- 
nine  executive  documents,  including  the 
President’s  message;  an  unlimited  num¬ 
ber  of  petitions  and  an  unusual  number 
of  contested  election  cases.  Three  bills 
passed  the  House  removing  poltical  dis¬ 
abilities,  and  one  Senate  bill  became  a 
law. _
